1 . AT FEBRUARY 15 POLADS MEETING, THERE WAS GENERALLY 
FAVORABLE REACTION TO IS DRAFT PAPERS ON IMPLEMENTA- 
TION BY WP COUNTRIES OF CSCE BASKET III HUMAN CONTACTS 
PROVISIONS. CHAIRMAN STRESSED THAT PARTICIPATION BY 
ALLIED GOVERNMENTS AND THEIR EMBASSIES IN UP- 
DATING THE QUESTIONNAIRE WAS PURELY VOLUNTARY; AND, 

IN ANY EVENT, THE INFORMATION IN THE FINAL REPORT DID 
NOT COMMIT INDIVIDUAL COUNTRIES. AS A PRACTICAL MAT- 
TER, THE CHAIRMAN THOUGHT IT MIGHT BE EFFICIENT IF,

IN EACH OF THE EAST EUROPEAN CAPITALS, ONE OF THE 
LARGER ALLIED EMBASSIES TOOK THE LEAD TO COORDI- 
NATE PREPARATION OF A SINGLE CONSOLIDATED REPORT ON EACH EE 
COUNTRY, WHICH THE COORDINATING EMBASSY WOULD FORWARD TO THE 
NATO INTERNATIONAL STAFF. 

2. POLADS REACION TO THIS LATTER SUGGESTION WAS 
ALSO GENERALLY FAVORABLE THOUGH FRENCH REP SAID 
THAT FRENCH EMBASSIES IN EE WOULD NOT ASSOCIATE 
THEMSELVES WITH THIS EXERCISE. TURKISH REP SAID 
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THAT HIS AUTHORITIES ALSO HAD RESERVATIONS ABOUT 
SUCH A COLLECTIVE ALLIED EFFORT, AND MOREOVER, 

ANKARA IS SKEPTICAL ABOUT A "STATISTICAL APPROACH" 

TO CSCE IMPLEMENTATION. FINALLY, TURKISH REP EX- 
PRESSED CONCERN THAT THE FINAL DOCUMENT RESULTING 
FROM THESE ALLIED EFFORTS NOT BE USED AT BELGRADE 
UNDER ANY IDENTIFYING NATO MARKINGS. SEVERAL REPS 
POINTED OUT THAT INDIVIDUAL ALLIES COULD BRING THIS 
DOCUMENT UNDER THE FORM OF A NATIONAL PAPER WHICH 
THEY COULD USE AS A REFERENCE WORK. 

3. COMMENT: IN OUR VIEW, CHAIRMAN'S SUGGESTION OF 
HAVING A SINGLE EMBASSY IN INDIVIDUAL EE CAPITALS 
COORDINATE WORK ON AND SUBMIT THE COUNTRY PAPERS MAKES SENSE. 

PENDING DEPARTMENT'S COMMENT, WE BELIEVE THAT SUCH DECISIONS 
SHOULD BE MADE ON-THE-SPOT RATHER THAN COORDINATED HERE. IN ADDI- 
TION, IT APPEARS TO US ADVISABLE THAT THE US NOT 
BE SEEN AS TAKING THE LEAD IN SUCH A DIVISION OF 
LABOR. FINALLY. WE BELIEVE THAT, IN DISCUSSIONS 
OF THIS MATTER IN EE CAPITALS, THE FRENCH AND 
TURKISH SENSITIVITIES NOTED ABOVE SHOULD BE KEPT 
IN MIND.STRAUSZ-HUPE 
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
